TRUCK DRIVER AND 
PASSENGER 
REGULATIONS

Truck drivers must be sure to have 
permits to carry passengers, on their 
trips, Obtained from the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board. J. Gordon Wil- 
son, Services /Representative, Truck 
Control of the Board, has given a mem- 
orandum to Superintendent R. I. Bird 
of the R, C, M. P., detailing the cases 
in which truck drivers are required to 
produce permits for passengers, in an 
increased effort to curtail unneces- 
Sary travel, tnd conserve equipment. 


Any employer requiring the use of 
a truck to carry employees where no 
other means is available, such as to 
logging or construction camps, must 
apply to the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, Williamson Building, 
Edmonton, for a permit. 


Plumbers, painters, others engaged 
in similar occupations must also obtain 
permits from the Board. 


ain districts where there is no other 
means of transportation, such as by 
bus, train or boat, a truck driver may 
obtain a permit to carry passengers to 
their final destination, or the passen- 
ger should apply for a permit. 


A farmer driving a truck on Sundays, 
or on any other business than that of 
the farm, must have a permit to carry 
passengers. On the other hand, a farm- 
er does not require a permit to carry 
any members of his family, employees, 
or neighbors in his truck, when on bus- 
iness in connection With farm work, or 
on necessary shopping trips to the 
nearest town on week days. 


Livestock owners and two helpers 
may ride in the cab of a truck when 
used for freighting livestock, without a 
permit, but livestock owners may not 
use their trucks to carry members of 
their families, even when the truck is 
in use for freight, without a permit 
from the board.

WATER SUPPLIES FOR 
IRRIGATION AND 
STOCK WATERING 


o—— 
Arising from discussion at the An- 


nual meeting of the ratepayers of the 
Municipal District of Bow Valley No. 
219, in regard to the future water sup- 
plies for irrigation and stock watering 
in the western Block of the C.P.R. ir- 
rigation system, a meeting of repre- 
sentatives of the Municipal District of 
Blackfoot No. 218, Bow Valley No.219, 
Shepherd No. 220, Grasswold No, 248, 
Keoma No. ’49 and Beddington No. 250 
was held in Strathmore, March 28, 19- 
42, to discuss ways and means of stop- 
ping any action being taken to discon- 
tinue water supplies in these districts. 
It was decided to hold a public meet- 
ing in Strathmore on April 13 to which 
the following were invited; Geo. Ross, 
M. P., Dr. Gershaw, M. P., Manley J. 
Edwards, M. P., and Mr. P. M. Sauder, 
Director of Water Resources, Edmon- 
ton, Interesting talks and discussion 
took place and a committee of one 
from each of the Municipal Districts 
was formed to go further into the 
matter, A further meeting was held on 
June 13 in the Palliser Hotel, Calgary, 
at which time the committee met with 
the following; the Hon. D. B. Mac- 
Millan, Minister of Agriculture, P. M. 
Sauder, Director of Water Resources, 
and Mr. Geo. Spence, Director of Re- 
habilitation and his staff. While it was 
felt that it was not a matter, at pre- 
sent, for the Provincial or Federal Gov- 
ernments to take action in, their ful- 
lest support was assured the commit- 
tee. Circular letters have been for- 
warded to residente of the six Muni- 
cipalitits and on information received 
from them, definite plans will be 
drawn up, and submitted to the C.P.R.

Rebecca Zaslow, 19-year-old Edmon- 


ton girl, has attained high speed of 
126.3 words per minute in typing, Dr. 
F. S. McCall, president of Alberta Col- 
lege, said today. 

A student at the college, Miss Zas- 
low won the gold medal for outstand- 
ing speed and accuracy in her work. 
The Canadian typing record is 130 to 
135 words per minute and in the United 
States, highest speed is 141 words. 

Registering at Alberta College last 
September, Miss Zaslow completed 
her secretarial course in 10 months at- 
tending half-day sessions. 

Dr McCall says in her work she has 
almost perfect rhythm and writes the 
speed test with the greatest ease. At 
her last examination she wrote 131.3 
gross words per minute with five er- 
rors giving her a net speed and accur- 
acy rate of 126.3.

It will be a voluntary sys- 
tem to the extent that all people will 
not be compelled to insure and pay the 
premiums, A second provision is that 
the Government will provide Tree cov 
erage to an individual for damage to 
his own home up to $3,000 and addi- 
tional free coverage for chattels of 
$800 for a householder, $400 extra if 
married and $100 extra for each child. 
No additional amount will be paid un- 
less a policy has been taken out and 
the premium patf. 

The rate of premium will be a flat 
rate all across the country. Claims 
may be paid during the war to con- 
tinue special war business but mostly 
the payment will be made after the 
war plus 2 percent interest. 

The first duty of the people of Can- 
ada is to do everything to win the war. 
At the same time, if we are to win the 
peace, plans must be started now for 
the post war period if that much-hoped 
-for standard is to be attained 

On account of restrictions in buying 
deferred wants will accumulate, Therei 
will be a great demand for many lines 
of goods that people are now doing 
without, People are saving, many are 
earning more than ever before and 
this wccumulated money together with 
the Government pay to soldiers and to 
holders of war saving certificates will 
make an effective demand for goods. 
The industrial capacity having vastly 
increased will provide goods to meet 
this demand.
